In  order  to  help,  CSU 
has  started  a  scholarship  to 
help  ease  the  financial  bur- 
den on  some  students  af- 
fected by  the  Navy  Base  clos- 
ing. Director  of  Financial 
Aid  Ellen  Green,  explains, 
"If  a  student  or  their  par- 
ents are  employed  by  the 
Navy  Base  and  they  have 
their  RIF  (Reduction  In 
Force)  notice,  then  they  will 
qualify  for  a  scholarship  of 
$1000  in  addition  to  the 
other  aid  that  they  are  re- 


ceiving." 

In  addition  Adrian  Grimes 
in  career  services  is  trying 
very  hard  to  help  students 
find  jobs,  before  and  after 
graduation.  She  advises, 
"You  have  to  learn  how  to 
set  your  resumes  aside  from 
the  other  zillions  of  resumes 
that  are  going  to  be  received 
by  employers.  You  have  to 
be  creative  and  use  strate- 
gies to  get  jobs  today,  be- 
cause of  the  downsizing  of 
companies  and  the  tight, 
economy."

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Behind  The  Scenes 


Charleston  Southern  has 
always  stressed  the  impor- 
tance of  service  to  others. 
There  is  one  group,  how- 
ever, who  does  not  always 
get  the  recognition  they  de- 
serve. The  "behind  the 
scenes"  workers  are  often 
overlooked.

Academics  at  Charleston 
Southern  University  is  con- 
stantly improving  as  the 
school  strives  to  achieve 
academic  excellence. 

CSU  welcomed  some  new 
professors  to  the  faculty  this 
year  and  improvements 
have  been  made  to  some  of 
the  classrooms  themselves. 

One  of  the  new  faces  on 
campus  is  English  profes- 
sor Cathy  Harvey,  who  re- 
ceived her  Ph.D.  from 
Tulane  University.
